Dear Andy: 


I am now in possession of 
an advance copy of the Cat 
N’ Fiddle Ramblings written 
for the next issue of Florida 
Skip by Less Cox K4RNG and 
I would like to add my two 
cents worth to his comments.

K4RNG has already given 
examples and facts pertain- 
ing to the above statement 
so a long dissertation along 
these lines would do nothing 
for this article but — another 
example of the lack of inter- 
est of the people on single 
side band would be a state- 
ment from a California con- 
tact in QSO with yours truly 
some 75 ke. away from a 
local single side band station 
to the effect that the local 
Florida side band station was 
causing QRM in California.

ty in question stated that the 
QRM was caused by front 
end overload ??? This same 
party later in the evening 
after 30 to 40 minutes of call- 
ing CQ, with no answer that 
I heard was asked by another 
local station as to what type 
of modulation he was using? 

He then went off the air 
and a few minutes later he 
eame back with a signal that 
only covered about 30 to 40 
ke. This was at least some 
improvement over the previ- 
ous signal which covered in 
various spots the first two 
megacycles of the six meter 
band. 

This brings up a very fine 
point as to when to believe 
a bad signal report and my 
answer to this is “ALWAYS.” 
How is it possible to always 
be right? This is not to say 
that a signal report from a 
fellow amateur is always in 
the perfect catagory but even 
with a receiver that is of the 
porest quality there is the 
fact that the person giving 
the report is in all cases sin- 
cere and trying to help the 
person to whom the report is 
given. To blame the person 
giving a signal report for 
poor equipment under these 
circumstances is to say the 
least, very bad manners. 

To sum this up it is my be- 
lief that single side band is 
here to stay and more power 
to the people who are now on 
the air with this type of mod- 
ulation. It will in the future 
add very much to the scope 
of the VHF frequencies if 
used in the right way. The 
people who are on the lower 
frequencies do not sem to 
have this problem, why should 
it happen on VHF and be so 


completely iguored by the 
statement of “It’s front end 
over load?’’.

ARRL has asked FCC to 
simplify dual identification 
procedures on RTTY.

Work in modi- 
fying this surplus Army sta- 
tion was done by members of 
the Hillsborough Amateur Ra- 
dio Society, HARS. 


The Society has purchased 
at its expense, an FM base 
station on the intra-county 
frequency for CD. This ex- 
pands their present network 
and provides the area with a 
working alternate control sta- 
tion at Sulphur Springs in 
north Tampa, HARS new 
home. 


OLD TIMERS CHAIR 


With Telstar, rockets, sat- 
telites and computers in the 
headlines, it is comforting to 
know that radio amteurs, in 
their roles as scientist and en- 
gineers played a great part in 


bringing communications to 
its present stage. 
Such an old timer is Lieu- 


tennant Commander E. W. 
“Dan” Dannals, USN’ (retir- 
ed). Dan and his wife moved 
to Bradenton to make their 
home several years ago and 
although most of Dan’s ef- 
forts electronic - wise today 
consists of keeping his SSB 
and UHF station on the air, 
such was not the case over the 
years. 


His ingenuity has resulted 
in many improvements in elec- 
tronic equipment but one of 
his greatest achievements or 
“firsts” was the designing and 
installation of the first com- 
munications equipment in a 
commercial airline. 


It was back in 1922-23 when 
he was employed by the Aero- 
marine Plane and Motor Co. 
of Keyport, New Jersey in the 
design and installation of 100 
watt phone, cw, ICW trans- 
mitters in Aeromarine’s five 
flying boats that were in ser- 
vice between Key West, Ha- 
vana, Miami, Bimini and Nas- 
sau. He also supervised the 
erection of the shore station, 
4XP in Key West. This was 
the first commercial aircraft 
radio licensed by the U.S. 
Government in regular sched- 
uled air transport. 


Around the turn of the cen- 
tury Dan started his profes- 
sional carreer with United 
Wireless Company of Sacra- 
mento, California where he 
worked on the installation and 
operation of station DG at the 
Capital Hotel and which was 
later moved to the Hotel Sa- 
cramento. 


The following year, in 1908, 
he was with the San Francis- 
co Massie Company and _ in- 
stalled station SF, San Fran- 
cisco. In the winter of 1908, 
in the company of Jensen, 
-Meyers and Ames, he installed 
and demonstrated the Poul- 
sen wireless telephone between 
Sacramento and Stockton, Ca- 
lifornia. A year later he was 
back with United Wireless in 
operation and installation of 
ship equipment. 


In early 1912, he was as- 
sistant to CEM Jesper W. Sut- 
ton, USN., Radio Laboratory 
at Mare Island Navy Yard 


where he completed the Navy 
Electrical School. 


During the early years of 
World War I, Dan was busy 
installing, maintaining and op- 
erating all types of Navy 
spark equipment. 


1916 found him aboard the 
USS Virginia installing the 
original De Forrest Oscillion 
transmitter. At this time he 
was assistant to Robert H. 
Marriott, Radio Expert Aide 
in the laboratory at Puget 
Sound where they were work- 
ing on high powered arc trans- 
mitters. 


It was during this year that 
he joined the Seattle ‘section 
of the I.R.E. for a continuous 
membership over the years. 
He has been awarded a life- 
time membership in this group. 


The post-war years found 
him in charge of radio sta- 
tions Sea Gate at Bush Ter- 
minal and Inspection Officer 
District Communications Of- 
fice, New York City. 


In 1921 he was involved in 
research problems in _ are, 
spark and tube transmitters, 
including design and construc- 
tion of radio control gear for 
battleship CB-4, ex USS Iowa. 
He was commended by the 
secrtary of the Navy for this 
work. This work was carried 
on aboard the experimental 
radio ship, USS Ohio. The 
Navy was beginning to try 
for shorter wavelengths at this 
time and Dan was assigned 
the job of modification and 
design of new equipment used 
in connection with phone and 
CW communications for Na- 
val purposes. They had re- 
duced their wavelength from 
two hundred to one hundred 
fifty meters at that time. 


It was during this period on 
the USS Ohio that Dan also 
did experimental work on pie- 
zo-electric submarine direction 
finding and underwater signal- 
ling equipment. 


In 1922 he left the Naval 
Service and went with the 
Pathe Phonograph and Radio 
Corporation where he worked 
in receiver design including 
the development of the Pathe 
cone - type rolled - edge loud- 
speaker. 


During the following year 
he was with Wired Radio Ine. 
and then with Westburr, Inc. 
where he figured in the de- 
sign of a portable receiver, the 
Westburr “Six”. 


As the years went by he was 
involved in the design and 


construction of five brodcast 
stations located in Richmond 
Hill, N.Y., Philadelphia and 
New York City. He served 
as Chief Engineer for A. H. 
Grebe and Company in charge 
of broadcast activities for sta- 
tions WAHG, WBOQ, WGMU, 
2XE and 2ZV. 


In 1927, E.W. Dannals and 
Charles Ligh formed the Pie- 
zo-Electric Laboratories for 
the cutting and grinding of 
quarts crystal for use as stan- 
dards of frequency and the 
stabilization in frequency of 
broadcast stations. The fol- 
lowing year found Dan busy 
with harmonic developers and 
frequency multiplying equip- 
ment for Research Engineer 
Wired Radio, Inc. He was al- 
so involved in the design and 
construction of high frequency 
transmitting equipment and 
high powered stations W2- 
XCU and W8XB. 


Dan’s achievements are too 
numerous to mention in de- 
tail. He was Chief Engineer 
for Premier Crystals where he 
figured in the development of 
the hetrodyne frequency meter 
for the army. He was also 
involved in the design and de- 
velopment of transmitting, re- 
ceiving and direction finding 
equipment (cathode-ray indi- 
cating type) for the Navy and 
Coast Guard as well as an 
eight range portable direction 
finder. Later, as general ma- 
nager of Aeronautical Radio 
at Roosevelt Field he installed 
all makes of radio transmit- 
ters, receivers and direction 
finders (radio compass). In 
1938, he went with Lear De- 
velopment at Roosevelt Field 
to design equipment for use 
in aircraft. The following 
year he was with Airplane 
and Marine Direction Finder 
Corporation where he produc- 
ed 206 units of the Sono Bu- 
oy, model JM, for the Navy. 


The year 1941 found Dan 
on active duty at Norfolk as 
assistant Communication Of- 
ficer and Radio Material Of- 
ficer. Successively, he was of- 
ficer in charge of the Naval 
Radio Station, Farfan, Canal 
Zone, Skagg's Island radio sta- 
tion and electronics officer at 
Guam after which he was se- 
perated from the Naval Ser- 
vice with the rank of Lieu- 
tennant Commander. 


In 1945, Dan was employed 
by Sperry Gyroscope Co. as 
project engineer where he 
worked on VHF Railroad ra- 
dio, aircraft and microwave 
communications system AN/ 
ARC 16.

SCM CORNER 


This months column, to some 
of you, will seem to contain 
much that has been said be- 
fore but there have been so 
many new amateurs appearing 
in the activities of the Hast- 
ern Florida Section that it 
was thought advisable to bring 
everyone up to date on what 
ARRL, through the SCM, has 
to offer. 


The Official Phone Station 
(OPS) and Official Relay Sta- 
tion (ORS-CW) appointments 
are intended for those who 
are presently enjoying their 
hobby through the handling of 
traffic on our nets. The re- 
quirements, in general, are as 
follows: 


a — to be fairly regular in 
checking into one or more of 
our established traffic nets 
for the purpose of handling 
any traffic that the NCS may 
direct; 

b — to manage to handle 
at least a total of twenty pie- 
ces of formal traffic during 
each month. 


ec — the ability to handle 
traffic, in ARRL prescribed 
form, using procedures gener- 
ally employed by the net con- 
cerned following the pattern 
set forth by ARRL. See your 
Handbook. 


d — last but not least, the 
faithful reporting of such 
traffic immediately following 
the end of each month, to the 
SCM, using either radiogram 
or the activity report cards 
provided by the SCM upon re- 
quest. A genuine interest 
should be shown in handling 
traffic correctly and expediti- 
ously regardless of the con- 
tent of the messages. The ob- 
ject of handling traffic is pri- 
marily that of training in pre- 
paration for the occassion when 
you may find it necessary to 
do so under emergency condi- 
tions and traffic loads. 


If you are interested drop 
me a radiogram or postcard. 


The Official Experimental 
Station (OES) appointment is 
for VHFers only. The main 
requirement for this appoint- 
ment is activity and many dif- 
ferent categories of activity 
are acceptable. This appoint- 
ment has been provided to en- 
courage experimentation, ob- 
versations of various kinds, 
AREC participation in regular 
nets on VHF and even the 
handling of formal traffic dur- 
ing regular net sessions. It is 
now being considered to change 


the name from Official Ex- 
perimental Station to Official 
VHF Station. VHF has out- 
grown its’ initial experimen- 
tal purpose to a general pur- 
pose area of communications 
to cover the same interests 
found on the lower frequen- 
cies-including DX. 


The Official Observer (OO) 
is still considered one of the 
more important appointments 
in existance. This category is 
pretty well filled so that a 
waiting list must be maintain- 
ed in ease of drop-outs, ete. 
The requirements for this ap- 
pointment is expected to rise 
sharply in the near future if 
the present trend of opinion 
continues. An examination of 
sorts will be necessary plus 
a minimum of equipment de- 
signed to give the best service 
for this purpose. At least four 
years licensing time will still 
be required. An attempt is 
being made to include special 
technician OO appointments to 
cover Tech operated bands on- 
ly but this is still considerably 
in the offing. 


Official Bulletin Station 
(OBS) appointments are also 
limited in number and opera- 
tional and equipment require- 
ments are also fairly stiff. 
The maintenance of schedules 
is quite important. A waiting 
list has also come into being 
for this appointment with pro- 
bably the longes waiting per- 
iod here. 


Those interested in obtain- 
ing one or more of the above 
appointments are invited to 
communicate with the Office 
of the SCM, address in JST, 
stating your desires and _ in- 
cluding as much info about 
yourself and your equipment/ 
activities as possible. You 
will be supplied with an AR- 
RL booklet “How to Operate 
an Amateur Radio Station” 
which contain a wealth of in- 
formation including a detailed 
outline of the requirements 
for the many appointments of- 
fered. Please pay attention 
to the section that deals with 
the class of license needed for 
each appointment. 


As a final word, it is only 
fair to advise that these ap- 
pointments are issued only to 
those who evince a real inter- 
est and prove up this interest 
with some real action. Faith- 
ful reporting is a must. Your 
SCM has continuously fought 
to retain the value of these 


HELPFUL HINTS 


Helpful Henry is here and 
he hopes to save some fellow 
hams a bit of grief and per- 
haps expense. Many of our 
readers are owners of Ham- 
marlund receivers especially 
the HQ110. While hunting 
trouble due to a defective Au- 
dio Couplate I discovered that 
the receiver was not fused and 
that it was cooking nicely. 
Why a receiver costing $250. 
is not fused is hard to under- 
stand but it is easily reme- 
died and may save you money 
and grief. Get a chassis type 
fuseholder and drill a hole be- 
low the muting jack. Break 
the red & white wire from 
the AC line so that it will 
just fit connectors at the end 
of fuseblock and solder on. 
Use a 1% or 2 amp fuse. As 
the set draws 80 watts 1 amp 
may be too small for surge. 
I suggest any owner of the 
HQ series check to see if their 
sets are fused if not correct 
it. The cost only 15 to 20 
cents, well worth it. Finding 
a replacement for the Audio 
Couplate which was marked 
101C36 was a bit of a chore. 
I called several of the Skip 
advertisers but they did not 
have it. Joe at the Electronic 
Wholesalers suggested I come 
over and see if they could 
help me. He gave me a Spra- 
gue catalog and sure enough 
there was the exact replace- 
ment listed at T1. After los- 
ing another couplate thru a 
defective 12AX7 I built a 
couplate out of separate parts. 
Happened to get 12AX7 which 
was made in a foreign coun- 
try and two of them acted 
very peculiar. They tested OK 
on tester but filament flared 
up like a Xmas tree. The third 
one of same make & manu- 
facture did not flare up and 
worked OK. Also changed a 
couple weak 6BE6s and found 
they changed the calibration 
of the receiver to a consider- 
able degree. 73.

Some comments on Opera- 
tion SET 1962. VHF commu- 
nications in this particular 
area of the State leaves a lot 
to be desired. We had an 8 
element beam up 60 feet with 
a G-50 on the other end for 
6 meters. After an initial con- 
tract with W4ACT in Naples 
at 10 a.m. we didn’t hear an- 
other thing on 6 meters ex- 
cept locals until way late in 
the evening, Communications ? 
The AREC and CD group op- 
erated W4KOB for about 22 
hours, guarding nets C and G, 
in addition to having a little 
local drill on 6 meters. 


We sent our mobile bus to 
Ft .Myers Beach, and another 
unit to Bonita Springs, and 6 
worked fine all over the Coun- 
ty, but out of the County it 
was very poor. About 3 p.m. 
Bob Propp, WA4GTA, and my- 
self loaded a Communicator 
IV in his Cessna, hooked it to 
a short whip, and went up to 
between 5 and 10 thousand 
feet to raise the antenna a 
bit. This may have been cheat- 
ing a little, but the results 
were nothing less than fabu- 
lous with those 15 watts. We 
cleared all our Miami and 
other traffic in just a few 
minutes with S9 sigs both 
ways, and then relayed several 
pieces of traffic for other SET 
stations. Many of the gang 
said we were the first con- 
tact they had been able to 
make on 6 meters. Later that 
night at 11 p.m. Bob and two 
of the other boys did the same 
stunt again and copied a lot 
of traffic for relay to Miami 
and elsewhere. That airborne 
operation is beautiful. 


Later Saturday night we 
made contact with Miami and 
Sarasota and other stations 
from our ground locations at 
W4KOB, K4FQU, W4CQZ on 
6 meters, and thru W4KOB 
on 75 meters side band, and 
W4TUB on the ew net. The 
side band net was the only 
good link we had from W4- 
KOB that was consistent. We 
did unload lots of traffic when 
6 was open, but unfortunately 
emergency work can‘t wait for 
band conditions, so we consi- 
der 6 meters for communica- 
tion out side the county to be 
unsatisfactory at this time. 
We also had a two meter tele- 
type set up with the CD unit 
in Punta Gorda, and it saw

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Troubled with noise condi- 
tions, want to locate same? 
The first step in tracking 
down any noise condition is 
to disconnect the antenna from 
the receiver. If your noise re- 
mains at approximately the 
same level, the trouble will 
most likely be a component in 
the receiver (bad tube, par- 
ticularly in the RF section, a 
bad resistor leak capacitor, 
etc.) or the noise is coming 
into the receiver on the pow- 
er line. The latter possibility 
is rather remote, however, 
since most receivers have the 
line cord bypassed at the point 
of entry to the chassis. Every 
receiver has inherent noise, 
due to thermal agitation in 
the tubes and the shot effect. 
At frequencies above 30 mce., 
these noises are the limiting 
factors in reception. 


If disconnecting the anten- 
na indicates that the noise is 
external and manmade, one 
ean track down the offending 
source systematically. Input 
power to each piece of sus- 
pected equipment should be re- 
moved, one at a time. Some 
idea of the direction of the of- 
fending source can usually be 
determined by one of the two 
following methods: No. 1 — 
This method is based on the 
fact that most noise sources 
are vertically polarized (ap- 
plies to the outside braid and 
insulation from a twelve inch 
piece of coaxial cable, to form 
a probe. Connect the center 
conductor of the cable to the 
input of a battery operated 
receiver and ground the shiel- 
ded braid to the receiver. Point 
the probe in various directions 
until a position is found where 
maximum noise is obtained 
from the receiver. When the 
position is found the bared 
end of the probe is pointing 
approximately in the direction 
of the noise source. 


The second method requires 
a simple loop of about 2 or 3 
turns about 11% inches in dia- 
meter, made with rigid wire. 
Connect the loop to the re- 
ceiver through a 1 foot length 
of coaxial cable. Slowly rotate 
the loop for a null, when the 
null is obtained, the plane of 
the loop is at right angles to 
the noise source. More accu- 
rate results can be obtained 
with a split shield, similar to 
that used on DF loops, this 
prevents any capacitive pick- 
up which tends to blur the 
null direction. ,

TRAFFIC MEN 


There seems to be some mis- 
understanding a m on g new 
traffickers regarding the met- 
hod of counting traffic for 
the activities report. Will try 
to review the basic facts brief- 
ly. 

ORIGINATED: Every mes- 
sage sent by amateur radio 
for the first time by your sta- 
tion. 


RECEIVED: Every message 
received by amateur radio at 
your station. This includes 
ALL messages received whe- 
ther received for relay or re- 
ceived for delivery. 


RELAYED: Every message 
sent by amateur radio from 
your station that is not origi- 
nated at your station. 


DELIVERED: Every mes- 
sage delivered to the addres- 
see other than yourself, your 
station, or someone on the 
immediate premises. This 
does not include messages ad- 
dressed to yourself or your 
station, which count only as 
one received. Please not a 
message, however received, 
cannot be counted as a de- 
livered message simply be- 
cause it was sent by radio to 
the station to whom it was 
addresed. Some have drawn 
this interpretation and it is 
erroneous. 


GENERAL: Did you know 
that a message for relay that 
is held over in your station 
for over 48 hours cannot be 
counted in your total? Did you 
you know that per ARRL pro- 
cedure the word STOP is cor- 
rect where the generally used 
X is incorrect? 


I will do my best to ex- 
plain any questions arising in 
your mind regarding traffic 
counting or traffic handling 
in general. All replies will be 
based on ARRL procedures ei- 
ther written or verified.

A SHORTER HISTORY 
OF ELECTRICITY 


Credit for the following 
goes to R. E. Griffin, ZS6MI, 
and was lifted from the New 
Zealand Publication, “Break- 
In? 


The Greeks invented electri- 
city. They did it by rubbing 
amber with cats fur. This 
made the amber attract small 
particles, and the cats’ fur to 
stand on end. It was only na- 
tural really as the cats did 
not care much for being rub- 
bed on amber. 


The Greeks did not do any- 
thing else about electricity, as 
they were busy at the time 
with a war; and the next to 
do anything was an Italian 
ealled Galvani. 


Galvani found a way to 
make frogs’ legs twitch by 
electricity. Neurotic frogs 
could twitch alright without 
Galvani, but nevertheless the 
discovery was very important, 
and it led Volta to invent his 
cell. 


Volta’s cell was very useful 
and very popular, and he made 
a geart deal of money out of 
it; hence the expression Vol- 
ta’s Pile. Volta also invented 
volts, which are the things 
which push amps around the 
circuit. Actually amps were 
not invented until 50 years 
later, so the volts had to push 
around on their own for a bit. 
This gave rise to static elec- 
tricity. Statice electricity is 
very interesting, but not very 
useful. It is used mostly for 
lightning. 


After Volta, the electricity 
business became very brisk. 
Ampere invented amperes, 
Ohms, invented ohms, Watt 
invented watts, Milly invented 
milliamps and Meg invented 
megohms, the latter showing 
the early influence of women 
on electricity. However, it has 
since been proved that all 
these were really invented by 
a Russian called Serge Arko- 
ver, but he did not mention 
it at the time as he was on 
nights. 


The turn of the century was 
now high. It turned after 17- 
99 as predicted, and electrici- 
ty went along at a great pace. 
Coulomb invented coulombs, 
Henry invented henries, Eddy 
invented eddy currents, Gauss 
invented geese, Evershed in- 
vented Vignoles, and Baden 
Powell invented Boy Scouts. 
At this stage electricity was

getting along nicely when 
clerk Maxwell put the whole 
thing on a mathematical basis 
and took half the pleasure out 
Oteit: 


The greatest inventor of all 
was Faraday; Faraday was 
sickly as a youth, but he got 
better, and invented electro- 
magnetic induction. This en- 
abled electricity to be made 
in large pieces, and without 
it we should not have all the 
benefits of modern civilization 
such as wireless sets and 
atom bombs. Faraday was a 
prolific inventor and experi- 
menter, and some of his ex- 
periments are classics. He 
conducted the Ice Pail Experi- 
ment, the Butterfly Net Ex- 
periment, and Faraday Cage 
Experiment; he also experi- 
mented with electricity. 


After Faraday, the electri- 
city business flourished and 
it was not long before people 
started selling it for money. 
This took the other half of 
the pleasure out of it, and 
gave rise to a vast hierarchy 
now under the control of ad- 
ministrators and policy mak- 
ers. These are naturally of 
much more account than the 
old fashioned types who only 
made the electricity. 


Nowadays, there are two 
sorts of electricity-DC and AC. 
DC is a bit old-fashioned and 
goes the same way all the 
time, but AC comes and goes. 
It goes mostly in the morn- 
ings about 8 o’clock, just 
when you need it most- 


The supply keeps getting 
better, but the demand gets 
better as well, so nothing hap- 
pens. This is called a vicious 
circle. Vicious circles are very 
dangerous and can turn into 


inflationary spirals if not 
carefully handled. 
This is called economics. 


Economics is a very difficult 
subject, and is different alto- 
gether from electricity. 
(FROM COLLECTOR & EM- 
ITTER) 


EARLY BIRD 


The earliest known electri- 
cal machine was invented by 
Otto von Guericke of Amster- 
dam, Holland, in 1672, so says 
Mary Texanna Loomis, Presi- 
dent, Lecturer, and Author of 
the Loomis Radio College of 
Washington, D. C. 

This machine, continues 
Prof. Mary T. Loomis, a di- 
rect decendant of the Dr. Mah- 
lon Loomis (1826-1886), who 
in 1865, sent the first aerial 
telegraph message, now recor- 
ded in the archives of Library 
of Congress, was a very sim- 
ple and elementary device. It 
consided of a sulphur ball on 
an insulated shaft, revolved 
by hand. After spinning the 
ball for some time it was pos- 
sible to detect the presence of 
a charge of electricity on the 
ball by passing the hand over 
it, probably much like our pre- 
sent day “static machines” 
produce an electrical charge 
which can be detected by the 
movement of the hair on our 
fore-arm. 

It is interesting to note that 
after all these years, sulphur 
is still probably one of our 
best insulators of static elec- 
tricity as wall as radio fre- 
quency energy of the highest 
frequency. Scientists, Physi- 
cists, and Chemists have tried 
for many years, in vain, to 
solidify or control the streng- 
thening of sulphur so that it 
could be used in its pure che- 
mical staite, which by test has 
been proved to be even better 
than mica. It is ironic, that as 
simple as mica appears, it too, 
went through a difficult per- 
iod of acceptance as a practi- 
cal electrical insulator. Many 
attempts have been made com- 
mercially to combine sulphur 
and mica. Most of the early 
condensers manufactured at 
the turn of the century, for 
high voltage use, were of 
sheet mica sandwiched be- 
tween tin or lead foil plates, 
packed around the edges with 
sulphur, sometimes sealed with 
litharge. 

It is too bad that litharge, 
which combines so beautifully 
with sulphur, is by itself such 
a poor insulator, being a lead 
oxide of very low grade. So 
to Otto von Guericke, of some 
three hundred years ago, old 
boy, you surely started some 
thing. Something we are still 
trying to complete. Many gen- 
erations may pass before some 
“accident” will reveal the so- 
lution to the “sulphur prob- 
lem”. To you, Young Man, who 
ever you are-your fortune is 
made with the solution of this

True a SSB signal when bad 
can be very, very bad, how- 
ever so many times a signal 
classed as bad is really good, 
the fault being in the lack of 
knowhow on the recepient of 
the SSB signal. Let me ex- 
plain. 

I should guess that 90% of 
the six meter receiving setups 
are using a general coverage 
single conversion wide banded 
receiver with a widebanded 
converter ahead of it. Fine — 
if you are 20 miles from the 
nearest station, however in 
many cases there is no RF 
gain control on either unit. 
When a set up like this is 
used in the general area of 
a SSB station will hell breaks 
loose. Often times these same 
units in order to copy CW or 
SSB must have the AVC dis- 
connected, every thing runs 
flat out. A signal (average 
SSB) of 8 times the strength 
of the normal AM signal comes 
charging up the antennae line 
to the wide open front door 
and then “it hits the fan for 
sure.” The receiver operator 
not realizing what is happen- 
ing blames the other station 
stead of analizing the picture. 
This is the picture... 


A sideband receiver has 
these features. Separate prod- 
uct detector. Controllable RF 
Gain. Sideband _ selectivity 
switch. AVC at all times if 
desired. Any other type setup 
is a compromise Sideband is 


one little problem of making 
sulphur mechanically strong 
enough for industry, without 
detracting from any of its ex- 
cellent electrical characteris- 
tics. Be prepared to fight long 
and hard. The score is alrea- 
dy “40 years to nothing” and 
this writer is still searching. 
A better pair of eyes, and a 
little more concentration is 
needed in your early years. 
Remember, ‘Necessity is the 
Mother of Invention”, then, 
“Go look for it.” ;

an exact science, sidebanders 
are exact as well. They can- 
not even tolerate a 25 cycle 
drift in their receiver, or 
transraitter. 


Before holding a Kangaroo 
Court and passing judgement, 
perhaps the “simple fideler,” 
MEATBALL, should _ reflect 
back at the “Channel 2” bit 
he started 3 years ago. What 
ever happened to the petition.? 
Can you imagine petitioning 
a commercial TV station de- 
manding that they not over- 
load the front end of your re- 
ceiver. This same MEATBALL 
tried to do this. LEARN TO 
USE THE TOOLS AT HAND 
THEN PASS JUDGEMENT. 


As for out of band opera- 
tion, how can Meatball tell, 
he obviously can’t even oper- 


ate a receiver. Hey MEAT- 
BALL!, OH! MEATBALL! 
Back off on the RF gain, 


tune that poor compromise, 
you will find that the frequen- 
cy is 50.103955, and upper 
sideband only. 


No 0.0. on six. This is about 
the greatest understatement 
and bit of misinformation ever 
to be handed out by the old 
“Simple Fiddler.” There are 
two or more. 

In closing I wish to add 
just one more thing. This is 
a fight that has been going 
on between AM and SSB peo- 
ple for years. It is just mov- 
ing up in frequency. Actually, 
believe it or not, many SSB 
stations are confined to the 
band space between 50.00 and 
50.2 because of mechanical 
reasons. We have confined our 
efforts to 48 ke of the entire 


4 megacycles. But if our ef- . 


forts down here bother you, 
what are you going to do 
when commercial kit SSB 
transmitters become available 
cheaply for six meters about 
the first of the year, and they 
are you know. So you MEAT- 
BALL pass your general li- 
cense and move out, or learn 
to use your equipment then 
pass judgement. This station 
welcomes any or all visitors, 
at any time of the day or 
night. I will help any and all 
to get on the air sidebands 
AM, or CW. Will donate 
parts, time, and effort, and 
we do not have an ax to grind, 
all we want to do is to enjoy 
the VHF bands, experiment 
and perhaps become as profi- 
cient in the art of Ham Radio 
as that MEATBALL.

CROSS communications are 
being radioally revised and 
next year will probably see a 
completely new plan for AM- 
CROSS disaster communica- 
tions. Amateur radio will play 
a bigger part than ever be- 
fore in AMCROSS emergency 
plans. 


Next year’s Florida SET is 
already being planned x it 
will be based on a disaster 
in each Florida county to test 
purely local communications 
and the ability to coordinate 
into the State Plan. 


A complete detailed report 
of Florida SET 1962 is being 
prepared. It will probably run 
ten or 15 typewritten mimeo- 
graphed pages. Copies will be 
sent to all League Officials in 
Florida. Any amateur may ob- 
tain one free upon postcard re- 
quest to W4MLE or W4IYT.
